I explained my 
business to Mr^McDonach, the agent, 
and asked him to put me in touch 
with someone who ' had handled the 
end of the proposition in., that,district 
which he kindly did, intioducing me to 
Mr. John Elfers, vice-president of the 
Newman banks and millionaire farm¬ 
er and triplec of the Newman high 
schools, who is a firm believer in Hat¬ 
field and almost stands ready to put 
up his (juota for the rainmaker’s ser¬ 
vices for Crow’s Landing district. 
Mr. Elfers introduced me to the bank¬ 
ers, merchant!* and farmers and thc- 
information received from all whom 
1 interviewed was in Hatfield’s favor 
in n gard to His demonstrations, cov¬ 
ering nine terms of .operations in that 
district.

Dr. Stunley - accused the govern¬ 
ment of failing'todo all that it should 
in enforcing the art', and told the pre¬ 
mier that if the ' government which 
had accepted the responsibility of en¬ 
forcing the original act which he in¬ 
terpreted asia prohibition act, then it 
should step down aruh out. The fire¬ 
works came, however, when Dr. Stan¬ 
ley, in an angry reply to a question 
put by the attorney-general, implied 
that Mr. Boyle had virtually given 
the physicians of the province public 
permission to write prescriptions of 
liquor freely. 

Mr. Boyle characterized the infer¬ 
ence, as “an absolute falsehood."’ 
Speaker Pingle eventually caused 
both members to withdraw their re¬ 
marks.

I heard >it when the 
attorney-general addressed the medi¬ 
cal profession . meeting in Calgary 
and also since that time. I will say 
that some doctors who were afraid to 
write liquor prescriptions before, the 
attorney-general made that talk have

“It’s not tiue,” declaied Mr. Boyle, 
pringing to his feet v “I demand that 
the gentleman withdraw his remarks.” 

Speaker Pingle directed Dr. Stan¬ 
ley to withdiaw his inference that Mr.
